The rosnlt of tbe great International 
or, more properly, Anglo-Canadian 
boot race wliiob camo off at Laohine bo 
Thursday was telegraphed to this jour- 
nal from Monlroal yeaterday, and wi)l 
be found under the proper beading. It 
will bo seen that the Tyae crew won by 
a good odds, six clear lengths— tiaie '41 
minutes and ten seconds. In the ab- 
eance ot Wy details whatever the Tynd 
crew is, of conrBe, entitled to tbe'fuU 
measure of credit implied by the abstract 
robult; yet there aro circumBtances to 
which it may bo noltlior improper nor 
uiiinteresling to refer. In the Paris race 
it will be remembered that the Catuidinns 
wore victoriouB over all oomors, getting 
in easily tbrco loagilia nhcad of ihe Lon- 
clon crew, and iiciuiy twice tlmt liistaiict; 
ulioad of ttio Oxoiiiaiif?, tho GLTinuiiia 
lludder Club oomiufi in foiirih. On ihut 
occaaion tho Ciuadian rowini^ was from 
45 to 47 strokes to the minnto. At the 
race betwoon tho StDohii orow and the 
Ward Brolhora, in l8G8, the distanoo 
was the namo 113 opoii tlio present oc- 
ciirion. Ill that ruco the Canadians got 
ttWdy with a quick, ncrvoOH olroke ; bu' 
very noon tiioy both settled down nt -14 
utrukcs a minute, tbe GftDadiana com- 
ing in thirty-five seconds ahead, mnkinK 
ibo dislaDco in 'JO miniiteH and 28;^ soi- 
onds, oH'iL'ial t'lmp, although tho.-u who 
limod tliora on shoie thought, it a second 
ur two itis'ido <'l o9 minuL-.'s. Into far 
as the present race is cunconied wo, ns 
yet, onlj know that tbe course was 
«)lx milea, tbe time made 41 minutes and 
]0 seconds, »nd that tho Tyno orow won 
at leaKt, so fnyn 
tlio telegraph. Bu it so ; it will at ouce 
atriku ilio leador tbal the Tyno crow in 
this race did not make as good time aa 
tlio Bt John crow did iu tho ypriogfield 
race by one minolo and forty-oiie and u 
quarter seconds. The c^iuse of this re-j 
mnins to be osijlainod. Was it BtronR 
water, or wind i* or in it not poB^iijlo 
that tho intornul injury sustained by the 
Biroko-our of tho St John crew may 
have had lumethin^; to do with tho re- 
suit? These are points upon which wo 
must awuit iurlher iufortuatioo. If the 
lelegraoh speaks truly, and Ibero ap- 
pears to bo no reason for doubt, E\u^. 
land has snatched the twice won laureln 
from tho brow of Canada. In this there 
is jutt f.'jouiid for ju ide or. tho l)art ol 
tho former, but no caubo for thama on 
the part ot ibo latter.

By it the coi.fi- 

denceof oapitalieta woold be greatly 

promoted ; by it the mineral wealth ol 

the country would bo presented in a 

reliable and irresistible form in tho 

oenties of unemployed capital and lat)oi 

It is, io short, difliL'ult Jo ovciesti- 

muie tbe importunce ol an eliicienl gtO 

logical burvey of iiritish Columbia, it 

will have been ob^eryi^d that the Terms 

of .Confederation c6htoffij)rafo 'aesnmp- 

tion'bf tho telcgrupbic systom by the 
Dominion Government, which, ol 

contae, implitHlho maintenance ol thai 
system with Dominion fiind.s. Tlio 
superficial thinker might be dispo.sed to 
gii^ijeHbe importance of this condition 
by the ten thonsand dollars 'a year the 
ttoTernmcnt is now presomod to pay to- 
wards keeping up thetelegruphic system 
of the Colony, Tho reader h invitid to 
look a little deeper than tlsat, however. 
The Dominion Government must havo 
in view something more Ibau tbe meru 
maiDtenvnce of tho systom ob it now 
exists, -If they had not, the matter 
would scarcoly be ono worthy of thoir 
attention. It must be clear that, in 
order to be ol any value to the Dr/niiri- 
ioDjtho telegraphic system of tlilH oolonj, 
extending, as it does, Irom the ai [Uiuam 
to tho foot-hills of the Eooky Muun- 
taiovj must connect with the tolegrnpbic 
system of Canada. It is equally olear 
that a necessity for a tran'-contiiipniai 
toleraphic Bysieru passing wholly ovei- 
British soil ia a aoutingenoy arising out 
of tho oxtontion Ot Oonfedoratioa to 
tbe Pacifio. The central Qovernmont 
at Ottawa must possess the raeariR ol 
instftntaneous coimnunication with every 
Province of its wide-Bpreading domin- 
ions, independent of foreign channel.-'.

In- 
deed, we are not left without evidence 
that the Dominion Government han a 
realizing sonso ot all this, and that tho 
telegraph is, as is proper, to bo thofoio 
runner of the railway which is to unire 
the two oceans. Tho latest Canadian 
txcbangCH inform us that the Dominion 
Government have already concluded ar- 
rangements with the JNorth West Tele- 
graph Compony for the constrnotion of 
a lino to Fort Garry; and it is added 
by tho Government organ at Ottuwa 
that 'tho work will bo f r^ coedrd with 
at once.' Tlnis tho telotiraph iiiid the 
railway are to follow hard upon the heil 
r,or.„lbo.,:yi;estw<ird marjb of ,.tihnpir«t 
Let tho telegraph line be oomplbted to 
Port Garry, and wo shall not have long 
lo wait lor the oeroinony of Bplicing the 
wire at tho Eoeky Mountains. Thti.s 
it will be seen that these two items, un- 
important as tboy may appear along- 
side of others, aro by no means to bo 
despised.

la llio next stojiping phieo. This is supposed 
to bo tho future metropolis of tbe Sound, and 
its inhabiliinls aro saiiguino that it will also be 
the terniinopolis of the Xortheru I'aciQc. They 
claim for it a central locality, tho largest 
trade of the Sound, and a good interior coun- 
try. Seattle possesses perhaps three thousand 
inhabitants of all shades, of color. It has a 
large and constantly increasing lumber trade, 
and is tho point from which tho iiumigranta 
radiate lo trtcl their fnliire hoiuea. IJusiness 
at present i.s lively, but tho market is ovfr. 
stouked.with labor, and many are returning lo 
Oregon and California. - 

btbilacoou,' 
Thirty miles from Seattle, is termed the ' Vic- 
toria of Wnsbiogton Torritory ' owiu^' to its 
dullness. Tho peniloiitiary is located there 
and contains at prej?nl, perhaii.o, forty prison- 
er*. Owing to tbe poor struelore of tho 
building, tjeing quadrangular in shape, built of 
wood ami surrounded only by a low picket 
fence, many of the iuniutes escape. Three- 
fourths of the number at prejeut incarcerated 
are in for murder.

Tho rival stages in order to avoid tbe 
worst piirts of the roid, cut through tbo woods, 
encli iiikiog an opposite side, so that they wind 
siurnlly round each other. As wo entered a 
piece of prairie a mi.e in lengib, both stages 
debouched from tliuir 0[ipo5itu p.itlis, and now 
coiniiieiiceil a race to '..liieli tlio cluiriotoering 
ol uiirient Ifoiiii; wus but a child's play. Hotii 
drivers jily the whips and over il coiirsn the 
almost majdi neil steeds, kicking and plung- 
ing.
